The understanding between the 
two countries embraces both the 
substance of Israel's notes to Dr. 
Jarring and the effort to pursue 
quiet diplomacy. U.S, officials are 
sald to be especially concerned to 
keep the exchanges with Dr. Jar- 

out of the press and do not 
hide their displeasure at the Arabs’ 
submissions to the media. 

The Egyptians, meanwhile, 
stepping up their pressure reg: 
the cease-fire. However, U.S. resolve 
to prevent any outside interference 
with Dr. Jarring through the Big 
Four or the Security Council re- 
mains firm.

BONN (Reuter). — Chancellor Willy 
Brandt yesterday pledged that West 
Germany would continue its efforts 
towards improved relations with 
Eastern Europe, but stressed that 
a satisfactory settlement of the 
problems of Serlin was vital to 
these efforts.

France loses its grip

Israeli students, as 
sive courses in the Hebrew lan-~ 
guage and Jewish culture. After the 
two years of study in their native 
tongue, the foreign atudents will 
become re, second-year stu- 
dents at the university. 

Thus, while Israeli students get 
thelr B.A, degree in three years, it 
will take foreign students four 
(which is what it would take ge- 
nerally in thelr home country.) 

The University decision is a de- 
parture from the recommendation 
by former Absorption Minister Shi- 
mon Peres that a separate foreign- 

university be set up to 
meet increasing demand. University 
officials had strongly opposed this 
idea, which they said would cut 
off the foreign youth from contatt 
with Israel youth and create an 
academic ghetto. 3 

University President Avraham 
Harmar noted in an interview yea- 
terday that the number of overseas 
students had been growing rapidly, 
particularly since the Six Day War. 
There are presently some 4,000 for- 
elgn students, of whom two-thirds 
are regular students and the re- 
meinder on short-term programmes.
